BROUGHT THE SLINGER OF SARCASM 


An Opportunity To Say What He 
Thought of the Junior Member 
from Massachusetts. 


Washington, April §.—(Special.)—Senator 
Turpie, of Indiana, administered to Sena- 
tor dodge, of Massachusetts, the most ar- 
tistic tongue lashing heard in the senate 
since the days of Ingalls. 

The vituperation came when the Cuban 
question was Up. 

It was due to one of Lodge’s puffs of 
bravery—Lodge’s foothght plays. Senator 
Turpie took the floor on Senator Call’s res- 
olution to send a United States fleet to 


Cuban waters. 

He Has a Reputation. 

Senator Turpie achieved a reputation in 
the senate for his skill in ¢lothing the most 
siinging sarcasms in pictuesque language, 
and gave an illustration of his powers in 
that line, affording an hour’s entertainment 
to his brother senators and to a large au- 
Gience in the galleries. 

Not Weyler but Lodge. 

The object of Mr. Turpie’s invective was 
not so much General Weyler and the Span- 
isierovernment, as the chairman of the 
com Atte on foreign relation—Mr. Sher- 
man, republican, of Ohio, and the junior 
senator from Massachusetts, Mr. Lodge, 
republican. He ascribed to Mr. Sherman 
helpless inertia, delay and irrational ob- 
struction, and spoke of his taking refuge 
in the crypt of the conference committee, 
very glad to be ria of his former action. 

A Jingo Is Lodge. 

Mr. Lodge was portrayed by him as be- 
longing to the jingo class of extremists, 
and as being singularly gifted with the 
power to clothe an interesting and excit- 
ing subject with all the dullness of time- 
worn commonplaces. He drew an amusing 
sketch of the controversy between Mr. 
Lodge and the Spanish minister, and said 
that he expected it to end in a duello, in 
which the champion of senatorial privilege 
would go into the lists, fully armed, his 
visor down, and his lance at rest. But, if* 
stead of that, the junior senator from Mas- 
sachusetts had returned to the © of 
the committee on foreign relations and re- 


galed himself on “‘puffs, mere puffs.’’ 

“Mr. Turpie closed his sarcastic remarks 
on Mr. Lodge by the quotation that “Pyg- 
mies, though puffed and perched on Alps, | 
are pyzimies still.”

Turpie’s Solicitude for Lodge. 

A friend had said to him, however, that 
his suggestion was premature and that 
there would be no dul. He had felt the 
deepest solicitude that the champion of 
the senatoria! privilege should not enter 
into the lists without being fully armed, 
his visor down and his lance at rest. He 
was anxfCus that the senatorial champion 
should not be mistaken for a mere nhéo- 
phyts, a socialist, a mere harlequin, with 
sword of leather and dagger of lathe.

(Laughter.) The Spanish minister had for- 
gotten that the junier senator from Massa- 
chusetts had been a senator in service 
twenty-five or thirty years; that he had 
been a life-long member of the committee 
on foreign relations, and that he belonged 
to the jingo high school. (Laughter.) «me 
had forgotten the lines of the epic poet 
of his own country—the great poet of An- 
dalusia. He (Mr. Turpie) had the lines 
here in the original Spanish; and as it had 
become the fashion jo put Spanish into The 
Record, he would take the occasion of put- 
ting in these lines: ‘Pygmies, though puff- 
ed and perched on Alps, are pygmies still.”’ 
(Laughter.) 

Winding up h's speech iy a more serious 
mood, Mr. Turpie expressed the hope that 
congress would give :o the suffering people 
of Cuba that consideration which patriot- 
ism, love of liberty and love of free repub- 
lics demanded. (Applause.) 

At the close of this. speech the joint 
resolution went over without action and 
the remainder of the day’s session was 
taken up with the Indian appropriation 
bill. Before reaching a final vote on it 
the senate, at 5:05, adjourned until to- 
morrow. 


Cleveland and the Cuban Resolutions. 
The Cuban resolutions slumber in the 
state department, Mr. Cleveland is waiting 
for more information. There are men in 
congress who susrect the president of a de- 
Sign to play the Cuban question for big pol- 
itics. Their theory is that he is seeking to 
defer recognition of the belligerency of the 
Cubans until after the adjournment of con- 
gress, and that when the presidential can- 
vass shall have become animated the presi- 
dent will issue a stirring proclamation, ex- 
tending to the struggling Cubans all they 
have asked. In this manner, it is asserted, 
the président would deprive the republi- 


cans of all credit for their efforts in hehalf 
of ‘the Cubans and arouse the voters of the 
country to support the democratic ticket. 


It is operly’ proclaimed by the senators 


and representatives here today who voted 
for the resolutions now before the presi- 
dent, that if he refuses to comply with the 
request contained therein, they will pass a 


joint resolution directing him to extend 


recognition of belligerent rights to Cuba. 
Taking the votes in the two houses of con- 


gress on the concurrent resolutions as a 


criterion, a joint resolution could easily be 
passed over a veto.

Havana, April 8.—A committiee of ladies 
of this city, and the bishop of Havana 
have presented petitions to General Wey- 
ler asking for the pardon of the political 
prisoner, Jose Cabrara-Reque, whose exe- 
cution has been fixed for tomorrow. Pe 

Roque has only one leg, having lost the 
other at the time he was captured, and 
this fact is urged upon General Weyler as 
a reason for granting his pardon. 

The town of La Salud, in the Havana 
province, was entered by the insurgents, 
who sacked several stores and set fire to 


a number of houses.

Mildes of a number of pairs of shoes and

to ahndon their camp, five of them were 
killed, 

Thesapture of a camp at Tiarraba, in 
the pr@ince of Santiago de Cuba, is also 
reportea by General Barges. In this en- 
gagementthe insurgents lost fifteen killed, 
while twt of the Spanish forces were 
wounded.

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Havana, April 8 via Key West, Fia., 
April 8.—The Cubans are greatly encour- 
aged by the action of congress. They say 
it is certain to have a good moral effect 
and they hope for practical benefit also.

HEALTH OFFICER DOTY HOME. 
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Havana, According to His Reports, Is 
in a Bad Sanitary Shape. 
Quarantine, S. I., April 8—Health Officer 
Doty arrived this morning from Havana 
and Mexico on the Ward line steamer 
Orizaba. At Mexico President Diaz offered 
Dr. Doty every opportunity to inspect the 
sanitary arrangements of the city. The 
doctor remained in the city five days and 
visited the board of *health and the hos- 
pitals, and inspected the sewers and other 
arrangements. He says that 
there are many cases Of smallpox, which 
disease is not restricted in amy way. The 
sewer system is extremely inefficient, but 
President Diaz has made every effort to 

improve it. 

All the new sanitary works are placed 
in the hands of Dr. Edward Liceaga, who 
was formerly vice president of the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association. Dr. Licea- 
ga and President Diaz are very much in- 
terested in these improvements and be- 
lieve that they will add to the security of 
the public health. « 

Dr. Doty arrived in Havana on April 2d. 
Havana is in an extremely bad sanitary 
condition. The sewers all lead to the bay, 
which is almost land-locked with but a 
Slight rise and fall of the tide, and re- 
ceives the sewage which fills the harbor. 
The wharves are infected and vessels load- 
ing and. discharging there are -liable to 
the infection. Although at present the 
number of cases of yellow fever in Havana 
is small, the season has hardly begun. 
Theré is very little doubt that the number 
of cases will increase, owing to the political 
conditions, which necessitate the presence 
of a large force of fresh troops from Spain. 
These are unacclimated and a large per- 
centage of them will probably succumb toa 
the disease. While in Havana Dr. Doty 
was in consultation with Dr. Burgess, the 
United States marine hospital inspector,who 
is a resident at that-city. He made ar-. 
rangements with Dr. Burgess to enforce 
certain regulations, similar to those in 
force last season, to prevent the introduc- 
tion of that disease into the port of New 
York. 

On May Ist next all passengers from Ha- 
vana who fail to presmt certificates of ac- 
climatization from Dr. Burgess will be re- 
quired to stay is quaruntine until the ex- 
piration of the usual iicubation period of 
yellow fever, five days. That is, five days 
after leaving Havana.

It Was for the Purpose of Assaulting 
Flora—She Was the Only One Who

Akron, O., April 8—John Smith, the 
ex-hired man of the Stone family, three 
members of which were so cruelly murder- 
ed ten days ago at Tallmadge, was ar- 
rested tonight and brought to this city 
charged with the murder. 

Smith has made a confession in which 
he acknowledges having killed Alvin N. 
Stone, and wife, and Ira Sitilsen, and in- 
flicting severe injuries on Emma and Hat- 
His motive for committing the 
crime was to ussault Flora Stone. He was 
discharged by Alvin Stone two weeks be- 
fore the crime for paying too much at- 
tention to the youngest daughter, Flora. 
Flora was the only one of the family not 
injured by fhe murderer,

George Webb and Lewis Stewart, brothers- 
in-law and farmers, residing on adjoining 
farms near King’s Point, a suburb of this 
city, eng-ged in an exciting due?

Bad blood had existed between the two 
for some time, but the immediate cause 
of the trouble Monday night was over a 
line fence. Webb was at work building 
the fence, which Stewart claimed was not 
on the Hine, but encroached on his property. 
Stewart came up to where Webb was at 
work and as fast as Webb laid a rail 
Stewart threw it down. The altercation 
reached a climax when both men pulled’ 
guns and began firing at each other at 
short range. Several shots were fired, 
but their aim was bad and only one shot 
took. effect. Stewart was struck in the 
thigh, the ball plowing into the flesh and 
producing a very painful but not neces- 
sarily dangerous flesh wound. Webb was 


arrested. 


Suicide of a Butcher. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 8.—(Special.)— 
George Heckman,.a German butcher and 
sausage maker, committed suicide last 
night by hanging himself in his room and 
his body was found this afternoon by the 
janitor of the Bedding, in which he roomed, 
Heckman was a man‘about farty years of 
age. He had been in bad health for sime 
time. He left nothing to indicate why he 
killed himself. A note was found on his 
table written in German, which was ad- 
dressed to Nathan Frank, a butcher under 
whom he was employed, and which said: 
“Nathan Frank will pay the cost of my 
burial; that is all I need.’’

ALMOST UNDER HIS EYES. 
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Mrs. Morse Killed by a Bunaway 
Horse. 

Philadelphia, April 8.—A peculiarly horri- 
ble accident occurred this evening in Gi- 
rard avenue, near Fifteenth street. While 
Mrs. Edward E. Morse, thirty years of 
age, wife of the president of the Morse 
Elevator Company, was riding a bicycle to- 
.waid her home at 1601 Girard avenue, she 


hcrse attached to a huckster wagon. 

Mrs. Morse did not see the runaway ani- 
mal approaching her on account of a 
street car, which intercepted her view. She 
turned in toward the curb, and as she did 
So the runaway horse was upou her. The 
shaft of the wagon struck her squarely in 
the breast and’ entered her body fully six 
inches. Mrs. Morse was hurriedly picked 
up and taken to the hospital, but died upon 
reaching there. While the crowd was still 
collected around the s:2ne Mr. Morse, who 
was on his way home to lunch, attracted 
by the commotion, inquired of a policeman 
the cause of the people’s gathering. The 
policeman recognized Mr. Morse and gave 
an evasive ansgrer to his question. Some- 
thing seemed to warn Mr. Morse of the 
trouble that came upon him, When he 
was told that a lady had been run down 
and hurt by a horse he asked to see the 
machine she was riding. When the bicy-le 
was shown him Mr. Morse recognized it as 
that of his wife, and in a frenzy of anxiety 
he hurried to the hospital only to find her 
dead body. 


WENT WITH THE MACHINE. 
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The Wheeling and Lake Erie Bridge 
Gives Away. 

Toledo, O., April 8.—At an early hour 
this morning a, ponderous steam excava- 
tor, pushed along by a light engine, jump- 
ed the track while crossing the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie railway bridge over the 
Maumee river. Tearing through the iron 
work of the structure it carried the whole 
of an eighty-foot span into the river with 
it. The engine remained on the track. 
James Marshall; of Ironville, a switch- 
man, riding on the excavator, was car- 
ried down by it and drowned. His body 
has not been recovered. He leaves a wife 
and four children. The property ioss is 
estimated at $7,000. President Blair says 
that the engine and excavator were back- 
ing up across the bridge at a high rate 
of speed when the accident occurred in 
contravention of the rules of the company. 


THE FIRE CAME TOO SOON. 


A Michigan Town Suffers for Want of 
a Water Supply. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., April 8.—The busi- 
ress portion of the village of Reckford, 
thirteen miles north of here, was almost 
totally destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing. 

The fireg..originated in rubbish in the 
basement of an undertaker’s store in the 
east end of the village and before it was 
got under control two entire business blocks 
were in ruins. Grand Rapids was called 
on for helo, but there was delay in re- 
sponding to” the call and the damage was 
done by the time the engire reached the 
scere. The loss aggregates $50,000, with 
insurances of $30,000. The village had just 
closed a contract &»r a water system and 
in a month could have coped with the fire 


successfully.

New York, April 9.—A morning paper 
says that Lieutenant Colonel Peter Glen, 
the highest officer next to Commander Bal- 
lington Booth in the Volunteers, has de- 
serted1 and returned to the ranks of the 
Salvation army. 

Ballington Booth and his wife went to 
Chicago Monday, leaving Glen in charge 
at the Bible house. Yesterday afternoon ne 
sent a telegram to Booth, announcing his 
resignation, and went over ta the 
army heaiquarters. - 

After leaving the Bible house Glen had 
a talk with Commissioner and Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker and presented a letter signed by 
himself and his wife. This letter was read 
at a soldiers’ meeting at the headquarters 
yesterday afternoon. The hal sounded 
with ‘‘Hallelujahs” and “Glory to God” as’ 
the eight hundred soldiers and offiecrs 
heard it. 

The letter read in part as follows: 

“To Commissioner and Consul Booth- 
Tucker—Certain things have transpired 
which compel us, though very reluctantly, 
to conclude that Commander and Mrs. Bal- 
lington Booth took a wrong step in sever- 
ing themselves from the Salvation army. 
We, therefore, feel that we cannot any 
longer conscientiously remain in our pres- 
ent position, and realizing, as we do, that 
our action in associating ourselves with 
the Volunteer movement has been a source 
of sorrow and stumbling to the comrades 
whom we have loved, and with whom we 
have fought so long, we desire to offer 
ourselv@s to spend and be spent in faith- 
ful devotion to the army principles; that 
we may, by God’s grace, undo the harm 
caused by us. 

“PETER GLEN. 
“ELIZABETH GLEN.” 

Peter Glen has been looked upon as Bal- 
lington Booth’s stanchest’ supporter. Only 
a few days ago he said: 

“Even if Ballington is persuaded to re- 
turn to the Salvationists, Mrs. Booth and 
myself will stand by the Volunteers.”’

He reminded the sennte that, about four 
weeks ago, the captain general of Cuba 
made a pause in his campaign, “not so 
long a pause,” he added, ‘as the chair- 
man of the committee on foreign relations 
made in hbis.’’ (Laughter.) General Wey- 
ler had made a paus2 and had issued a 
proclamaticn offering amnesty to the 
priests who were within the revolutionary 
lines. He argued from this that, where 
there were priests there were churches, 
and where there were churches there were 
people. But not a priest had accepted the 
offer of amnesty. He spoke of the Weyler 
eamp2ign as being in imitation of that 
of the duke of Alva in the Netherlands, 
and said that the result would be the 
same. The Netherlands had been lost to 
Spain: and Cuba would be Icst to Spain. 

“Nay,” he exclaimed, “Cuba is lost to 
Spain—irrevocably ‘lost. There is no more 
chance on the face of things today for the 
re-establishment of the Spanish govern- 
ment in the island of Cuba than there is 
for the re-establishment of the French

Judge Lawson Talks. 
Judge Lawson considers that his oppo- 
nents are taking snap judgment upon him 
in calling congressional primaries in a half- 
dozen counties of his district between now 
and June 6th. But that will not drive him 
out of the race. He proposes to submit 
himself to the people and call upon them 
for judgment. It will be remembered that 
Judge Lawson wrote a letter several weeks 
ago to Mr. Howard, in which he said he 
would take no action in regard to his re- 
turn to congress until after the democratic 
convention acted. 
Today I asked Judge Lawson what he in- 
tended to do about the early action of the 
counties in his district. * 
“It is an unfair.scheme,’’ said he, ‘‘to cut 
out men of my convictions. I shall disre- 
gard it. If I want to become a candidate 
after the national convention I shall do so 
by simply announcing myself. 

“Two years ago no delegates to the con- 
gressional convention were nominated un- 
til July, after 1 had made a canvass of the 
district. If they give me an opportunity 
now to make a canvass and I am defeated 
T will submit as gracefully as any man ever 
endeavor to secure the 
election of the nominee, but }¥ will not feel 
bourd by snap judgments nor do I think 
that the ‘sounec money’ men of the district 
will feel bound by it unless they go into 
these conventions or primaries.’’ 

In his talk Judge I.awson exhibited some 
feeling. He undoubtedly means what he 
says. He does not se2m to care to remain 
in congress. In fact the duties are unpleas- 
ant to him in many respects, but he does 
not want to be é@riven out. 

It is not probable that he will go to Geor- 
gia before the primaries in six counties are 
held.

If that be for gold he 
will announce himself and make the race.

The insurgents entered the town, 
crawling on hands and knees, fired upon 
the forts, burned a number of houses and 
retired, The troops later seeing a group of 
people on the principal street fired a volley 
from the fort, mistaking the women and 
children for insurgents, owing to the dark- 
ness. The accident is greatly deplored. 

Seven prisoners of war, condemned to be 
shot in Cabanas fortress last Monday morn- 
ing, have been respited pending a vote of 
the house. Their lives will probably be 
saved, as I can learn no date for the exe- 
cution.

New Orleans, April 8.—Affairs in St. 
Landry parish are unchanged. The Wash- 
ington artillery arrived at Opelousas in 
due time and are quartered in the parish 
courthouse.

SOUTHERN PILOTAGE SYSTEM. 


THE HOUSE BILL TO ABOLISH IT 
TAKEN UP. 


el le 


In Nine Southern States It Has Been 
in Vogue for Over One Hundred 
Years. 


Washington, April 8.—The house spent 


two hours today in roll calls upon questions 
relating to the bill to make the metric 
system of weights and measures the legal 
system in the United States after January 
1, 1901, and finally it was recommitted to 
the committee on coinage, weights and 


measures. 

The first motion was on the motion to 
order the bill to a third reading. That was 
agreed to—yeas 119, nays U7, not voting 
lis. A motion was made to reconsider 
and then a motion to lay that motion on 
the table. The ordinary parliamentary de- 
vice to clinch action upon a measure fol- 
lowed, and the house refused, 132 to 111, to 
lay the motion to reconsider on the table. 
The motion to reconsider was then agreed 
to—142 to 99, whereupon the bill was sent 
back to the committee. 

The bill to repeal the compulsory pilotage 
System, still in force in nine southern 
States, so far as it affects sailing vessels 
in the coastwise trade, was taken up and 
its consideration begun under an agreement 
to take a vote at 2 o’clock tomorrow. The 
bill was advocated by Mr. Payne, republi- 
can, of New York, and Mr. Simpkins, re- 
publican, of Massachusetts, and was op- 
posed by Mr. Miner, republican, of Wis- 
consin, and Mr. Cummings, democrat, of 
New York. . 

The conference report on 
ral appropriation bill was 
agreed to. 

When the bill abolish compulsory 
pilotace was taken up, Mr. Payne ex- 
plained the intent and scope of the Dill. 

“It is contended,” said Mr. Payne,”’ that 
many of the southern ports are rendered 
dangerous by the shifting channels and 
by the changing conditions of the sand- 
bars, and that a man must be upon the 

round every day in order to know the 
dangerous places. Jt is hard to believe 
that this is true in the ports of Virginia, 
Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama or 
Texas, as the legislatures of those states 
have declared that their ports are safe 
without the services of a pilot if the owner 
paid a tax annual or otherwise. There is 
not the slightest danger that the service 
will go down or will even be seriously 
crippled by the proposed change. When 
‘pilots are necessary and can render real 
service they will be employed. When they 
are not necessary, and their services are 
not used, they should not be permitted to 
become a charge upon interstate com- 
merce.

“But,” said Tellier, “he cannot carry Col-

The truth is that no republican can carry 
Colorado on a gold platform or on a strad- 
dling platform. I remember that after 
Harrison had been nominated in 1892, I was 
asked whether my state would go republi- 
can, I,replied that it would not and the re- 
sult proved my prediction true, The same 
circumstances will govern in the approach- 
ing campaign. The people of Colorado will 
vote for anybody on a silver platform. As 
it is now, there is little or no interest in 
my state in the selection of delegates to 
the national republican convention. The 
republicans all seem to think that McKin- 
ley will be nominated and they don’t want 


him. 

“Will not Mciknley, if nominated and 
elected, be pledged more than any other 
man, to the passage of a high tariff bill, 
and for this reason will not he be disposed 
to be friendly to free coinage in order to 
secure the passage of such tariff bill?’ 


Silver Men Doubt Him. 


Senator Tellier smiled. “‘Not a bit of it,” 
he replied. “Only a little while ago Sen- 
ators Aldrich and Platt were forced to de- 
clare in the senate that they would aban- 
don every thing rather than be forced to 
take the free coinage of silver. McKinley 
would be the same way. He would be dom- 
inated by the eastern idea so thoroughly 
that even he would be willing to lose a 
tariff bill rather than have to yield to the 
Silver republicans.

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DISCUSSED COLLEGES 


Warm Debate in the Baptist . State 
Convention Yesterday. 


AN ADVERSE REPORT MADE 


On the Offer of LaGrange Female Col- 
lege—Dr. Nunnally’s Appeal to 
the Convention. 


Cedartown, Ga., April 8—(Special.)—The 
second day’s proceedings of the state Bap- 
tist convention proved very interesting, 
and has been the occasion of much oratory 
and splendid sentiment. 

The morn-og session opened with Mercer 
university the special order, and Dr. Gam- 
breil fired the first gun. He outlined the 
Situation, told of its needs, and made a 
strong plea for a special effort on behalf 
of the connections of the state convention 
to raise an endownfent of $10,000. It was 
an able effort and produced a profound 
impression. 

Rev. H. R. Bernard followed in a stir- 
ring speech, that captured the convention 
and won for him the most generous ap- 
plause yet accorded a speaker. 

Dr. Hawthorne, Dr. Dorgan and Rev. 
A. B. Vaughan and others spoke for 
Mercer. 

The election of trustees will occur to- 
morrow. Over one hundred nominations 
for the board have been made. e 

The representative from this convention 
to the Southern Baptist convention, which 
convenes in Chattanooga on May 8th, will 
be a notable one. The delegation is 120 
strong and its personnel embraces the 
most distinguished and ‘prominent Bap- 
tists of Georgia, in both lay and clerical 
circles, . 

LaGrange’s Offer Not Accepted. 

The afternoon's session opened with the 
LaGrange Female college the special or- 
der. The tender of the property, through 
Dr. G. A. Nunnally, was referred to a 
committee, of which Dr. A. A. Marshall, 
of Atlanta, was chairman. The committee 
heard fron?’ both sides fully and reported 
unanimously against the acceptance. The 
report recites that in view of the efforts 
to enlarge the usefulness of various en- 
terprises now under the care of the con- 
vention, it would be unwise to accept the 
LaGrange property, believing that its ac- 
ceptance would imply an obligation on-.the 
Baptists of Georgia to maintain it finan- 
cially. The report adds: 

“We believe it would be unwise jtist now 
because of certain complications as to the 
ownership and right to the name and his- 
tory of the Southern Female college. We 
believe it unwise to express any opinion, 
believe it would be unwise just now be- 
either directly or indirectly, upon the mer- 
its of this question, which has' been 
brought before the public throug the 
press and the courts.” 

The report was adopted without opposi- 
tion by the convention without debate. 

Just after the vote was taken, Dr, Nun- 
nally entered the house and, after a few 
moments, rose to a question of personal 
privilege. He thought that it was not 
exactly courteous to the LaGrange people 
to dispose of the question without a hear- 
ing from their representatives, and pro- 
tested vigorously against such hasty ac- 


tion. 
A Thrust at Cox’s College. 

Dr. Marshall moved consideration and 
Dr. Nunnally took the floor. He made 
a stirring appeal for the acceptance of his 
college. He fired the first bomb by re- 
ferring to institutions built by ‘“syndi- 
cates,”’ or sets of individuals, for specula- 
tive purposes. His speech brought the 
Manchester school, near Atlanta, into the 
discussion, by implication, and consider- 
able excitement resulted. 

The discussion proved the gensation of 
the convention and precipitated the first 
acrimonious debate of the session. Sharp 
thrusts were made at those who fought 
his proposition and frequent interruptions 
so fired the debate that Président Nor- 
then arose and requested that due regard 
for the proprieties of the hour be ob- 
served. 

Dr. Marshall, Judge Freeman, Dr. Bur- 
rows and others plied many questions, 
which were spiritedly met by Dr. Nun- 
nally. / 

Dr. Hawthorne led the opposition and re- 
plied with a keen sarcasm that was no 
more finely veiled than it.was incisive. 
He urged that the adoption ot the La- 
Grange property would shut out all other 
Baptist female institutions as aliens to the 
fostering care of the church. Manchester, 
Shorter, LaGrange, all of them, were do- 
ing all they could as Baptist institutions, 
and their control by the state convention 
would not add to their efficiency. He 
said that Georgia Baptists would be called 
upon to help raise $100,000 for Mercer uni- 
versity, and this convention should not 
presume to assume any proposition, that 
implied financial liability, 

Dr. A. J. Battle, president of Shorter 
college, sustained the committee’s report 
in a short speech and urged that all Bap- 
tist female colleges in Georgia were doing 
all they could as operated and none should 
be discrinrinated against by special favors 
to any one. 

Judge Longley, of LaGrange, came to 
Dr. Nunnally’s aid for his college. 

A vote was then taken on the report, 
and so successful was the effort of Dr. 
Nunnally that the committee was sustain- 
ed only by a very close vote. 

A missionary meeting was held at night, 
at which addresses were made by Dr. Wil- 
lingham, of Richmond; Dr. Morehouse, of 
New York, and others. Dr. McWvonaid, 
of Atlanta, occupied the Methodist puipit 
at night. 

The permanent organization of the con- 
venlioh Was efiected yesterday by the elec- 
tion of the following otmcers:

A communication given Dr. Kilpatrick, 
the past president, Was read and the con- 
vention offered prayer for the absent 
brother in his illness. 

The order of business of the last con- 
vention was adopted, with a provision for 
three business sessions daily—morning, 
atternoon and evening. 

Dr. Burrows responded in a happy vein 
to the address of welcome and put the 
body in good humor with his sallies of 
wit. 

President Northen then took up the reg- 
ular order of business as adopted, and 
the various committees were appointed on 
preaching, finance, missions, etc. 

Dr. J. G. Gibson, corresponding secre- 
tary of the state mission board, read the 
annual report of that board, which was 
réferred to its proper committee. -it was 
a lengthy paper and covered fully every 
feature of mission work. 

The executive conmittee made its re- 
port through Mr. C. P. Steed, the sec- 
retary. 

Dr. 8S. A. Burney, the treasurer of the 
Convention, recently died and his report 
was read by Dr. Gibson, as prepared by 
the late treasurer just before his death. 

The hours of the business sessions were 
fixed at 9 a. m., 2:30 and 8 p. m., and ad- 
journment at 12:30 and 4:30 p. m., and ad 
libitum at night. 

Ex-Governor Northen makes a splendid 
presiding officer. He is looking finely and 
has the closest attention of the body over 
which he is ruling so ably. He was nomi- 
nated by Dr. J. B. Hawthorne for president 
of the convention, and was paid the hand- 
some compliment of a unanimous elec- 


tion. 
The Cox College. 
President C. C. Cox makes the following 
report of his institution: 
‘The Southern Female college, removed 
from LaGrange to College Park, Atlanta, 
has enrolled 200 boarders this sessioi and 


a total of over 230 pupils, This is the | 


largest patronage in the history of the 
institution. The faculty and officers nunt- 
ber over thirty. 

“During the past eight months the fol- 
lowing improvements have been effected 
in the equipment of the college building: 
The fourth floor has been finished; the 
building: has been supplied with furniture, 
nearly all of which is new; avaterworks, 
with cold and hot baths and all conven- 
iences, have been introduced; a steam laun- 
dry has been added; electric lights and 
bells have been run throughout the build- 
ing; a system of steam heating has been 
constructed; a passenger elevator to ac- 
commodate eighteen persons at a time, 
has been built; a handsome tower clock 
has been put in place; a building for gym- 
nasium, swimming pool and ten-pin alley 
is being planned. No female college in 
the south is so fully equipped in a nta- 
terial way as this institution. 

“In the way of teaching appliances some 
expensive and important acquisitions have 
been made. Four hundred dollars’ worth 
of plaster casts and marble statuary have 
been bought for the art department. Ten 
new pianos have been purchased for the 
practice halls, making in ali forty-five 
pianos in use. Two fine old violins, valued 
at hundreds of dollars, have been added 
to the musical instruments, Last week 
a grand new pipe organ was received and 
placed in the chapel. It has two manuals, 
twenty-two stops, and shows the latest 
improvements and best workmanship. 

“The thirty acres of campus are being 
laid off for a park for the pupils. Tour- 
teen hundred dollars have been expended 
in buying more land for college purposes. 
The handsomest pavilion at the exposi- 
tion, costing over $800, has been purchased 
and removed to the campus for a summer 
house. Three hundred kinds of trees and 
shrubs are being set out, 250 rose bushes 
‘and all kinds of flowers. Broad grass 
lawns are being cultivated. The college 
will be a grand home for the inmates. 

“The name of the town and of the post- 
Office has been changed from Manchester 
to College Park. The Central Magazine, 
of Ohio, contains in the April number an 
elaborately illustrated article on College 
Park, and especially the Southern Female 
college.”’

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DR. DRAKE'S CALL 
The Southern’s Chiet Surgeon Calls a 
Convention of Surgeons, 


WILL MEET HERE MAY FOURTH 


An Association of Railway Surgeons 
Will Be Formed—Meeting of the 
National Medical Association. 


Dr. C. M. Drake, chief surgeon of the 
Southern railroad, has issued a call for a 
meeting of the surgeons of the Southern 
railroad and the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad to meet in Atlanta on Monday, 
May 4th, for the purpose of organizing a 
Railway Association of the surgeons of 
these roads. The meeting will be an im- 
portant one and many of the surgeons 
of the two roads will be present. 

On Tuesday, May 5th, the American Med- 
ical Association will convene in Atlanta, 
and many of the railroad sergeons are 
members of that organization and will be 
in Atlanta to attend the gonvention. It 
occurred to Chief Drake that it would be 
an opportune time to organize a branch 
Composed of the road’s surgeons, and he 
issued the call for the May 4th meeting 
accordingly. 

The local association physicians are 
preparing to entertain the national asso- 
ciation and will soon have a complete 
programme of the exercises ready. The 
coming of the national association will be 
an important event, several hundred vis- 
itors being expected to come. 


Dr. Drake’s Call. 


Dr. Drake’s call reads as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 4, 1896.—To All Com- 
pany Surgeons: The American Mediaal 
Association will meet in Atlanta, Tuesday, 
May 5th next, and the American Academy 
ot Medicine will convene in the same city, 
Saturday, May 2d. As many of the sur- 
seons of the Southern railway and the Ala- 
bama Great Southern railroad will be in 
attendance upon these interesting meet- 
ings. it is deemed advisable to invite all 
Surgeons of these companies to meet in 
Atlanta on Monday morning, May 4, 1896, 
for the purpose of adopting permanent 
organization of a railway association com- 
posed of surgeons of the two systems. The 
object of such an organization will be to 
promote acquaintance and friendly rela- 
tions among the corps: to bring about a 
free interchange of ideas and discussions 
of railway surgery and its further devel- 
opment,

An Important Measure. 
Before cougress adjournus the house 
comiuittee ou agriculture will favora- 


bly report a bill providing for a special 


commission on highways, to consist of 


the chief eng'neers of the army, the di- 


rector of the geological survey and other 
government officials, 

No country ean afford to be indiffer- 
ent to the matter of providing highways 
for the purposes of trade and travel. 
These highways constitute the arteries 
through which the blood of commerce 
circulates, If kept in good repair they 
serve to bring abeut a prosperous con- 
dition of affairs; but, if neglected, the 
result is national decline. 

In Germanr the public roads are con- 
structed not only with reference to facil- 
itv of travel, but with reference also to 
ornamental effect. A pedestrian can 
go from one end of the empire to the 
other along these public roads and meet 
With signs of prosperity at every stop- 
ping place. The condition of her roads 
is one of the greatest national cares of 
Germany and for this reason she has 
steadily prospered while other nations 
about her have declined. 

After the lapse of centuries the Ro- 
man highways. are still traveled. The 
glory of this ancient city was largely 
due to the magniticence of the roads 
leading to her gates from all directions. 

Perhaps the greatest need of this coun- 
try is good, substantial roads. In north 
Georgia the highways are disgraceful 
to civilized conditions and suggest: the 
primitive estate which existed at the 
time of the Indians. But Georgia is no 
worse in this respect than other south- 
ern states, and what is true in regard to 
the roads of north Georgia is equally 
roads in Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and other states in this immediate 
section of the country. 

Prosperity will never visit the farm- 
ing districts as long as the roads are 
in bad condition. Too much interest in 
tha questian of highways, therefore, 
cannot possibly be felt and the action 
of the house committee will be hailed 
with satisfaction by all who have made 
a study of this subject and realize the 
importance to be derived from good 
roads, 
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The Federal Prison Site. 

Senator Bacon has thought of a legis- 
lative plan whereby the appropriation 
for a southern federal prison can be 
obtained. He proposes to amend the 
sundry civil bill in the senate by insert- 
ing an appropriation for the southern 
federal prison. 

This information will be gratifying to 
those who have had the welfare of 
southern prisoners at heart and who had 
reason to apprehend, from the nature of 
the opposition developed in the house. 
that a federal prison in this section 
would never become a reality. This op- 
position came chiefly from those mem- 
bers who recognized the need of such a 
prison but who were induced by local 
reasons to vote against it, thereby caus- 
ing the defeat of the bill in the house. 

Senator Bacon’s plan, however, re- 
vives hope and promises to yield better 
results. In a few days the senator will 
introduce a bill, providing for the ap- 
propriation of a sum of meney sufticient 
for the purchase of a site for the pro- 
This bill will be re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee of the 
senate and if approved it will then be 
Submitted to the committee on appro- 
priations as an amendment to the sun- 
dry civil bill. 

In view of the fact that congress has 
already provided for the erection of a 
federal prison in the south and that 
nothing remains to be done but to’earry 
out the provisions of that act, the plan 
Whic ‘+h Senater Bacon has adopted ap- 
pears to be the proper one. Senator 
Bacon is familiar with all the intricate 
details of legislation, having been speak- 
er of the Georgia house of representa- 
tives for many years and a careful stu- 
dent of all the principles involved in the 
drawing up and passage of bills. 

quipped, by reason of this experi- 
ence, as well as by other qualifications, 
Senator Bacon feels perfectly at home 
in the national senate and is doubtless 
one of the best informed men of that 
body. Recognizing the importance of a 
federal prison in the south and having 
thought of this plan for obtaining a lo- 
cation the senator will lose no time in 
urging his bill through the proper chap- 
nels and in bringing about a result that 
is so much desired. 

The provision for a government prison 
in the south was made more than five 


years ago and the demand for a build- 


ing of this kind is every day becoming 
more urgent and, imperative. The cli- 
mate of the north is too severe for pris- 
oners who have been reared in the mild 
atmosphere of the south Atlantic and 
gulf states, and this fact has been sadly 


emphasized by the fatal results which 
have followed this cruel practice. 


But 
the number of those who have died in 
prison does not by any means complete 
the record, as hundreds return home 
only to die from the exposures of prison 
life to which they have been subject in 
the north. 

These facts are capable of easy dem- 
onstration here in Georgia. During the 
past few months two federal prisoners 
from this state have died in northern 
penitentiaries, while others have de- 
clined in health ever since the time of 
their imprisonment. Of this latter 
class Lewis Redwine is a notable ex- 
ample. 

Economic reasons might also be ad- 
vanced, but reasons of this kind are 
trivial when human life is at stake. 
Whether Atlanta gets the prison or not 
makes litile difference. There is. no 
man in this city who is so heartless as 
to sacrifice a measure of this kind to 

y mere local preference.

Gold Going Out Again. 

Secretary: Smith and the gold con- 
tractionists are quoting the fluctuations 
in exchange to show that the open mints 
of France did not hold the two metals 
at a “parity” prior to 1873. If such 
fluctuations are so important, what is 
the trouble existing between our five- 
dollar gold piece and the British pound 
sterling? 

Something is the matter now, and 
something has been the matter for two 
or three years. The par of exchange be- 
tween the British pound sterling and 
American gold is $4.86 and a fraction. 
But it is to be observed that now and 
fora long time past (with short inter- 
vals), exchange is and has been quoted 
at $4.90 and some times $4.904. It is 
now $4.90. : , 

It is worth noting that when exchange 
is quoted at $4.90 the shipment of gold 
begins. As the balance of trade is in 
our favor, and as both cotton and wheat 
are still going abroad, the inference 
would be that there is a plentiful supply 
of bills in London for sale in New York. 
Hither this is not the case, or the bills 
are in the hands of such banking firms 
as J. P. Morgan & Co., who are able 
to hold them and thus force those who 
owe money in Europe to draw on the 
gold reserve. 

To reply that a few firms cannot con- 
trol the course. of exchange would be 
silly indeed after the experience of the 
people with the Morgan-Rothschild syn- 
dicate from February to October of last 
year. ‘This syndicate, by manipulating 
the market, kept the price of exchange 
below the gold shipping point for some 
months, and it would be a far easier 
task to manipulate it to the level of 
gold shipments, for in this business the 
bunking firms would be af&sisted by all 
the untoward conditions that ‘are in- 
volved in the maintenance of the single 
gold standard. 

We may conclude, 


therefore, that such 
firms as that of Mr. Morgan, which are 
not in business for mere health and 
pléasure, would have no hesitation about 
coming into the exchange market and 
manipulating matters to the point of 
gold shipments If it be asked what 
profit they find in such a scheme, the 
answer is plain. The shipment of gold 
involves another issue of bonds, and if 
such an issue, in which the Morgans 
have recently reaped millions of profits, 
can be forced by merely manipulating 
the exchange market, what more nat- 
ural than that the original syndicate 
should be engaged in that scheme, as 
a mere side issue to their ordinary busi- 
ness ? 

At any rate, gold has begun to go 
abroad again, and we shall see it flow 
out in larger and larger quantities. “In- 
ternational money” is both convenient 
and profitable for the big bankers, es- 
pecially: when its export involves the is- 
sue of government bonds, but it is a 
great drain on the substance and re- 
sources of the people.

Southern Textile Association To Be 
“Pormed in Atlanta Soon. 
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4 CALL WILL SOON BE ISSUED 


(All of the Manufacturers of the South 
Requested To Come. 


AN IMPORTANT PLAN OF WORK IS OUTLINED 


ee ee ee ee ee 


Intended To Regulate Production and 
Stimulate Prices—How the Con- 
vention Will Be Formed. 


This morning a circular letter will be 
mailed to all southern manufactures calling 
wpon them to convene in Atlanta on May 
isth, for the purpose of forming a Southern 
Textile Manufacturers’ Association. 

The call for the convention is signed by 
the. best known manufacturers of the south 
and promises to be the beginning of a great 
movement among the southern mill men, 


The object of the convention is to forma. 


strong organization, which will be of mutu- 
al advantage to all manufacturers of the 
south. The purpose of the association so 
proposed is to regulate prices and produc- 
tion. It is the hope of the manufacturers 
that the present demoralization of prices 
can be checked and the market greatly 
stimulated by limiting the production for 
awhile. To effect this concentrated action 
will be necessary. 

It is also the idea of the manufacturers 
to establish a bureau of statistics and in- 
formation. By this means reports of stock 
en hand and other information supplied 
monthly would be tabulated and issued to 
the members, thus preventing the accumu- 
lation of certain grades of stock. Valuable 
Statistics regarding foreign markets could 
also be gathered by the bureau. it would 
also be the object of the convention, or 
rather the association, to further the com- 
mercial relations with the Spanish-Ameri- 
can republics, and to promote the interests 
of manufacturers along this line. In various 
other ways the association would be of 
great benefit to manufacturers. 

Scme time ago the idea of forming this 
textile associaiton originated with Mr. T. 
H. Martin, of this city, and several other 
well known gentlemen. in contormity to 
this propusition it was decided to issue 
a circular letter and tbe following was 
mailed to every manufacturer in the south: 

“To Southern Textile Manufacturers: it 
has long been apparent to southern textile 
manufacturers that ‘o-operatio.2 would be 
highly beneficial to all concerned. One or 
two efforts have been made do effect an or- 
ganizaition of these interests. A careful re- 
view of past efforts prov2s that general in- 
terest has never been lacking, nor have the 
manufacturers failed to recognize the ben- 
efits that would result to them through co- 
operation. 

“The difficulty has been that the work to 
be accomplished has been delegated to men 
who could not spare the time to doit. Ac- 
tive manufacturers have beer placed on 
committees and asked to attend meetings 
and do clerical work that would necessi- 
tate the neglect of their own affairs. 

“It is confidently believed by the under- 
signed that a plan of organization arrang- 
ed to overcome this difficulty will succeed, 
and will be the means of great mutual ben- 
efit to the manufacturcrs, 

“We beg, therefore, to suggest the fol- 


Wlowing: That a Southern Textile Manufac- 


turers’ Association be organized and the 
following officers elected: President, treas- 
urer, secretary and a vice president from 
each of the southern states, these officers 
to compose a board of government for the 
association, this board to be charged with 
the duty of executing the will and policy 
of the association as expressed by its an- 
nual conventions. In order, however, that 
members of the board of government may 
be relieved of duties that would otherwise 
entail expense and neglect of their private 
affairs, it is proposed that the association 
shall elect a competent secretary, who shall 
assume active charge of the affairs of the 
association. Before taking action, however, 
the secretary shall submit all matters, by 
correspondence to the board of government 
in such form that the members thereof may 
vote approval or disapproval of the meas- 
ure and return to the secretary’s office, the 
secretary to be guided by a majority vote 
thus received from the board of govern- 
ment. This would give the association an 
active working plan under the direct su- 
pervisio® of practical and responsible man- 
ufacturers, and yet relieve these gentlemen 
of work for which they have neither time 
nor liking. 

“In order that this important matter may 
have thorough consideration, it is suggest- 
ed that the Southern textile manufacturers 
meet in convention in Atlanta April 22nd 
next, and effect permanent organization. 
— railroad rates can be arranged 
or. 

“It is not necessary to enumerate here 
the many benefits to result from an asso- 
ciation of this character. It is believed 
that the manufacturers are fully agreed 
on this point. The purpose of this move- 
ment is to bring the manufacturers to- 
gether and let them discuss and decide 
upon a policy in detail and authorize a 
competent board of government to carry 
this policy into effect. 

“Tt is not thought best to call a meeting 
unless this movement is substantially in- 
dorsed, and unless at least one hundred 
favorable replies to this circular are re- 
ceived by the acting secretary, the mat- 
ter will be dropped. It is confidenly be- 
lieved, however, that the movement will 
be very generally indorsed. The result 
of this circular letter will be reported, and 
if the requisite number of favorable re- 
plies is received, the list will be published 
and the meeting caied. 

“It is thought that the organization may 
advantageously adopt, in a general way, 
the best features of the New England Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ Association. For the 
purpose of maintaining general interest, it 
is thought that the association should meet 
in convention annually, discuss subjects 
of general interest and hear papers by 
practical men. It is believed that, as a 
social feature, an annual banquet, to be 
held in conjunction with the regular meet- 
ings. will add materially to the general in- 
terest of members. 

“The committee desires that it be dis- 
tinectly understood that this movement is 
not in the interest of any particular lo- 
eality or for the promotion of any particu- 
lar idea. The whole purpose of the com- 
mittee is to effect an organization that may 
be of mutual benefit on general lines.

The State Convention Te Assemble 
Here Today. 


THE CHICAGO EXPOSITION 


Georgia’s Display To Be Made Up from 


the Counties.

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EX-SENATOR PATRICK WALSH 10 SPEAK 
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Will Address the Mass Meeting Today 
at Noon cn the Proposed Enter- 
prise—All Invited.

From every section of the state the 
mayors wiil pour into Atlanta this morn- 
ing for the purpose of attending the state 
convention which wili be called in the 
interest of the Chicago Cotton exposi- 
tion. 

Yesterday afternoon a number of dele- 
gates arrived, and when the convention is 
called to order this morning by Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Nesbit, the chamber 
of commerce will be packed. It is the 
purpose of the governor, whio issued the 
call for the meeting, to have a large display 
from this state and to that end the ser- 
vices of all the officials throughout the 
state will be called into play. The call 
issued several weeks ago asks that the 
mayors of all the towng in the state, the 
officers of all industrial and commercial 
bodies, report at noon today. 

The convention is similar ‘to those al- 
ready held by Alabama, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas. These states have al- 
ready acted and arrangements are on foot 
to have large exhibits sent on from each 
state. The proposition of the Chicago men 
who agreed to take charge of the expo- 
sition was taken up by all these states. 
They realized that it was a great oppor- 
tunity to the south and did not hesitate 
to take advantage of it. From each of 
these states displays which in charac- 
ter will be similar to those exhibited at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition will be sent on, except there will be 
greater variety and a more liberal display 
of natural resources. There was a full 
delegation from each one of these states 
at the convention which was recently held 
in Chicago for the purpose of taking pre- 


{ liminary steps towards organizing the en- 


terprise. Mr. Charles A, Collier, Governor 
Bullock and several others went from At- 
lanta. Captain Dan Purse, from Savan- 
nah, and delegations from Macon and Au- 
gusta, were also in attendance upon this 
convention. The Chicago people were 
warmly enthusiastic. The best business 
men of the city—those who were at the 
head of the world’s fair—took charge of 
the matter and agreed to put up a large 
exposition building, offering 1,000,000 square 
feet of floor space. The southern delegates 
were well entertained and were assured 
that the enterprise would be warmly sup- 
ported there. 

Mr. Collier was appointed delegate gen- 
eral from the state. Hon. Patrick Walsh, 
of Augusta, was’ very prominent in the 
convention. In fact, it was through his 
efforts that the idea of holding the big 
exposition in Chicago was originated. The 
main purpose of the exposition proposed is 
to bind the commercial: tie between the 
south and the west much closer. It is 
not the purpose of those who have this 
movement in charge to have anything of 
a holiday nature, and festive features will 
not figure. There is a more substantial 
idea in the whole movement. What the 
south has will be carried to the west, and 
from every part of that vast section the 
railroads which have already signified their 
intention of making a great reduction will

Chicago, April &.—Although yesterday 
wes a holiday in Chicage, there was more 
than wstal interest manifested on the 
curb on such days. All outside markets 

re strong and higher and the feeling 
here sympathized. This and the advance 
of the day before had a rousing effect on 
the country, and this morning commission 
hovses and brokers were well supplied 
with baying. orders, not only from this 
source, but from iocal professionals .as 
well. Opening priccs were very favorable 
for purchasing, as the decline of t4d in 
Liverpool and a weaker feeling in outside 
markets ceused an easy tone here at 
about Mondavy’s closing. But offerings 
were quickly absorbed an: the market ad- 
vanced rapidly to 6sc, from which point it 
received a set back of nearly lc per bushel 
on realizing and local selling. There was 
an advance again about noon to 68e on 
damage reports, but this was quickly lost, 
the market subsequently selling at 664c. 
While the advance has caused a large in- 
crease in outside business this trade is 
not sufficiently heavy yet to sustain a big 
advance in the face of heavy selling of 
July by elevator people. During the past 
week or so -this interest has been good 
buyers of ‘May wheat, but sellers of July, 
and their sales today of the iatter option 
were particularly iarge. Some advices 
from Liverpool say the feeling there is 
firm and that their market will follow any 
gains made on this side. So far, however, 
they have failed te du so, their closing to- 
day being from \% to %d lgwer than yester- 
day, which is not fully up to our ad- 
vance. Cash business has been. good, 
about 160,000 bushels reported sold to in- 
terior millers. Clearances for two days 
aggregated 500,00¢C bushels. The feeling at 
the close was weak. 

There was not much doing in coarse 
grains. Prices were strong and’ higher 
early, but the market became heavy, clos- 
ing weak in sympathy with wheat. 

There has been a better outside trade in 
provisions and prices at one time showed 
a good advance. Later, however, in sym- 
pathy with grain and on local selling the 
market became weak, all the advance be- 
ing lost.

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County Commissioners Are After Theaters 
and Exhibitions. 


WILL TAKE ACTION TODAY 


The Finance Committee Will Probably 
Meet and Institute Legal Pro- 
ceedings To Collect. Shortage. 


The county commissioners are deter- 
mined to carry out the law which provides 
for the payment of a nightly license of 
$5 for every theatrical troup giving an ex- 
hibition in the city. 

Acting under the instructions which were 
given at the special meeting Tuesday 
afternoon, Clerk Kontz collected $15 yes- 
terday nrorning from Mr. DeGive, which 
Was the amount due the county for the 
three performances given by the Emily 
Bancker company. 

The money was paid by Mr. DeGive un- 
der protest, as Re has indicated that he 


will take the matter up with the com- 
missioners and ask that the amount be 
reduced. For many years past he has 


paid the county the sum of $75 per annum 
as the regular county tax, and says he 
thought this amount included all the taxes 
and licenses which were provided for in 
the code. 

The action of the commissioners in im- 
posing this license was not to nyrake. the 
owners of the playhouses pay, but to 
Cause the managers of the troups to add 
to the treasury of the county. As a rule 
the owner or lessee of a theater makes 
a contract with the: troupes to pay all 
incidental expenses and city and county 
licenses. It is quite probable that the 
matter will be taken up with the commis- 
Sioners at the next meeting.

It was stated yes- 
terday afternoon that the amount of 
money that is short is considerably in ex- 
cess of $1,500. This has been ascertained 
by the committee, but the exact amount 
has not been learned. 

Mr. Cooper Has Not Paid. 

Eix-County Clerk John Tyler Cooper has 
not mrade good the amount of his shortgae 
yet, but says he will do so as soon as he 
learns the amount. The investigation will 
be carried on until every entry has been 
examined. 

Mr. Cooper said: 

“I have returned to Atlanta for no 
Other purpose than to arrange my ac- 
counts. The commissioners have the rec- 
ords at their disposal and I suppose I will 
be confronted with the whole amount of 
the shortage. 

“I have mry property and @ie notes with 
which 1 propose to adjust matters. 1 
don’t know just what is the sum of the 
amount charged against me, but it is not 
near so much as some 6% the members of 
the board charged. After the settlement 
is effected I will return to Costa R:ca 
where I will make my permanent abode.”’ 

The finance committee will probably 
meet: some time this morning and a fur- 
ther investigation will be made and some 
definite action in regard to legal proceed- 
ings will be made by the board.

“‘An ord’nance to better protect the people 
of the city of Atlanta against being bitter 
by dogs. That from and after the passage 
of th's ordinance it shall be unlawful for 
the owner of any dog to suffer the same to 
be on any street or public allev w thin the 
limits of the city of Atlanta without having 
such dog so muzzled as to render ‘t impos- 
sible for such dog to bite any person.”

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Man Charged with Lunacy Held Be- 
ind Iron Bars. 

Pacing te and fro within an iron cage at 
the county jail B. F. Cardin spent yester- 
day, a hopeless maniac. He mutters con- 
stantly passages from the gospel, and tears 
at anything that comes within his reach. 

He was arrested on Saturday night last 
and taken to police headquarters. and on 
Monday he was sent to the jail pending an 
examination of his mental condition.

GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


The Status of the Situation Practically 
Unchanged—The Demurrer Sus- 
tained by Judge Lumpkin. 


The case of the Land Title Warranty and 
Safe Deposit Company, which was filed 
several weeks ago, against Judge G. H. 
Tanner, cierk of the superior court, was 
decided yesterday before Judge Lumpkin, 
and the case was dismissed on a demurrer, 
which was filed by the defendant. 

The petition contained a mandamus, ask- 
ing that the clerk be required to allow the 
company to complete its abstract system 
by making abstracts of the records in the 
office of the clerk fromr 1887 up to the pres- 
ent time. 

Some time ago Attorneys Payne & Tye, 
representing Judge Tanner, filed ai de- 
murrer to the petition of the company, 
and the case was set for an early hearing 
in the superior court. The case Was 
reached yesterday morning and the de- 
murrer was sustained by Judge Lumpkin 
on the ground that the decision in the 
case of Buck against Collins controlled 
the matter. 

Judge Lumpkin stated that while the 
Supreme court might review its decision 
in that case, owing to the changed condi. 
tion of things, that it was not in his 
power to do so, and that he was bound 
by that decision. 

AS soon as the decision of Judge Lump- 
kin Was announced the attorneys for the 
company stated ,that they had not been 
surprised, as the filing of the case Was 
made mainiy to enable thenr to carry it 
to the supreme court, which would be 
done at once on a bill of exceptions. 

In the cross bill, which was filed through 
the aitorneys of the defendant, the court 
Was asked that the company be re- 
quired to allow them the right to copy 
tne records in the _ office of the com- 
pany, as the records, which -were lost 
Several years ago, had never been recoy- 
ered, and the only way by which the 
county could get a copy of the lost rec- 
ords was by filing copies made from the 
records in the office of the company. 
As the demurrer was sustained this re- 
quest Was not allowed by the court, and 
the matter now rests exactly where it dia 
previous to the filing of the suit, .as far 
us the exchange -of copies is concerned. 

The case of W. H. Biack gepainst G. H. 
Tanner, involving almost_iWfe same points, 
was also argued gnd a®isposed of yester- 
day before Jud umpkin. The only 
ditference in th@’ two cases lies in the fact 
that the yp tiff in this case claims to 
have a c@Mftract to furnish complete cop- 
ies of AWStracts from the clerk’s office to 
a cligait, and he insisted that he had the 

| to do so. A demurrer was also filed 
in this case and was sustained under the 
decision referred to from the supreme 
court. 

The Land Title Warranty and Safe De- 
posit Company was represented by W. H. 
& EE. R. Black and Glenn & Rountree, 
and the aefendant was represented by 
Payne & Tye. The case will be carried 
at once to the supreme court on a bill of 
exceptions. 

“The only thing that I am after,” said 
Judge Tanner, “is to get a copy of the 
lost records. Since the old records were 
destroyed there has never been a copy 
made and the only copy of these records 
is now in the possession of the land com- 
pany. 

“If the land company wottd agree to 
exchange copies I would not fight the 
Case, but as that proposition was made 
and declined by its officers I am trying te 
do the best I can for tkhe- county.”
